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On 31 August 1950 the Flalc Kaseme on Gous aerctrasW J* flEV.Idburc (k 52/D 91), 
housed about 200 troops, of which about 20 percent wore officers, 25 percent 
UCOa and 55 percent HI. About half of the HI were recruits. Troops wore red- 
bordered blade epaulets, about 0O percent witiiout brsnch-of-service insignia 
and 20 percent rrlth artillery insignia. A few soldiers wore tank insignia. 
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
